The 
cruiser St. Louia, until recently flag- 
ship in Turkish waters, has been 
placed out of commission at the Phila- 
delphia navy yard. 


The St. Louis is a' protected cruiser 


of the first-class type, with a displace- 
ment of 10,500 tons. 
A number of 


guns \\ere removed to make way for 
troop spaces, but originally the cruis- 
er's main battery coasisted of 14 six- 
inch 50-caliber guns and a secondary 
1-attery of IS tliree-inch 50-caliber guns. 


She was named f >r the city of St. 


Louis. 
She was launched at Phila- 


delphia on May 6, 1905. 
She was first 


commissioned on August 18, 1906, at 
the Philadelphia navy yard, League 
Island, Pa., with Commander Nathan- 
iel E.-Usher in command. 


After 
visiting Brazil, Chile, Peru' 


and other ports along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, she arrived at San 
Francisco on September 6, 1907. 
Be-, 


fore the war with Germany was de- 
clared the St. Louis entered in her log 
an account of warlike service in frus- 
| trating a German plot and saving the 
' wharves and shipping of Honolulu 
from destruction. 


On February 4, 1917, the German 


. gunboat Geier, which was interned at 


Honolulu in August, 1914, started fire 
in her boilers and a column of smoke 
was seen rising from her stacks, and 
the actions of the crew about the 
decks were suspicious. 


Ready to Fire on German^ 


The St. Louis, then in the hlirbor, 


cleared for action and a party shoved 
off to board the Geier. 
Two of her 


officers went aboard and Informed her 
German commander that they had 
come to take possession of the gun- 
boat and extinguish the blaze for tho 
protection of the water front. 


One section of the party sent to se- 


cure the magazines found shrapnel 
fuses 
scattered 
about, 
ammunition 


hoists dismantled and flood cocks bat- 
tered into uselessness, with sea valves 
closed. A fire of wood and oil-soaked 
waste had been started under a dry 
boiler. The decks above and woodwork 
were ablaze, and the danger of ex- 
ploding the dry boiler made it impos- 
sible to use water in extinguishing tho 
fire. 


vThe crew of the St. Louis used lines 


from bow to stern "f the gunboat and 
warped her across to another pier, 
where she vvas more accessible to the 
chemical engines of the fire depart- 
ment and less a menace to adjacent 
shipping. After an all-day fight with 
the blaze it was extinguished without 
damage to other property. 


The St. Louis was again commis- 


sioned on April G, 1917, and 72 hours 
after war was declared, left her peace- 
time station at Honolulu-for a Paclfic- 
to-Atlantic 
voyage. 
After 
passing 


through the Panama canal she visited 
Guantanamo, Cuba, to take on board 
more than 400 marines and went to 
the 
Philadelphia navy yard. 
She 


steamed more than 120,000 miles dur- 
.ng her two years of war service, par- 
ticipating In eight outgoing convoys 
which accompanied transports'and car- 
go ships carrying thousands of troops 
and vast amounts of supplies. 


She trained more than 1,200 men 


and 50 ollicers for the armed guard 
and otlier duty.

British Columbia, secretary-treasurer 
of the International Fixed Calendar 
league, Is probably the originator of 
the calendar reform movement. 
He 


attended the recent convention here 
of the Liberty Calendar 
Association 


if America and outlined his plan for 
a 
thirteen-month year, 
which 
was 


unanimously adopted. 


"Yearal" and "Sol" Suggested. 


Mr. Cotsworth's plan proposes to re- 


place the dual names "calendar" and 
Jalmanac" by the name "yearal." The 
;'yearal" Is designed to abolish all 
calendar-caused inequalities. 
. It is pointed out by Mr. Cotsworth 
that every nation now calendars its 
days through the year by weeks of 
seven days. The days, however, were 
not so grouped when the world's many 
different calendars of clumsy months 
were crudely imposed upon our re-, 
mote ancestors about 2,000 years ago. 
"We cannot alter the lengths of days, 
weeks or years," he declares. 
"But 


all the months can be easily amended 
to the twenty-eight days used in Feb- 
ruary, 1914, when the weeks quartered 
February best for business and social 


uenience. That ideal month of Feb- 


ruary, 1914," he said "is my model for 
the new 'yearal' of thirteen months." 


Sol" lias been selected as the name 


for the additional, month by Mr. Cots- 
worth. 
"Sol," he "said, can be in- 


serted 
between June and July, as 


easily as "leap day" was put between 
February and March, '1920, as Febru- 
ary 20. 


This 
proposed 
month, with 
the 


twelve existing months, will equally 
divide and complete the "yearal," ac- 
cording to his plan, which has been 
unanimously indorsed by the Royal 
Society and the government of Can- 
ada.

There has been 
no fundamental change in the adminis- 
trative activities since the organization 
was devised by Alexander Hamilton, .and 
the result ia that activities entirely out 
of harmony with the functions of depart- 
ments have grown with the passing years 
until the government of the'United States 
has become not only the biggest business 
in the world, but the world's worst man- 
aged business. 
The purpose of the resolution is to 
ascertain so far as possible the extent 
of the overlapping and duplication of ac- 
tivities, with the view that numerous 
commissions and bureaus may .he elimi- 
nated and a great saving effected in the 
governmental expenditures. The commit- 
tee feels that no more constructive legis- 
lation is possible under existing condi- 
tions than the legislation proposed by 
the resolution. 
"With the present condi- 


tion of the nation's finances and the bur- 
dens the people suffer because of exces- 
sive taxation, any legislative measure 
looking to real economy should commend 
itself to the sympathetic attention of the 
liouse, and we feel that the passage of 
this resolution and the work of the com- 
mittee which will be done under its au- 
thority will result in the saving of mil- 
lions annually.

Regulation of certain Corporations 


It is assumed that the wide-awake 


gardener has been busy long before 
the weather is warm enough to sow 
any seeds hi the open ground; that - 
a window box oc hotbed has been pro- 
vided, and that a supply of 'plants of 
tomatoes, peppers, early cabbage, and 
eggplant are under, way to set in the 
garden as soon as danger of frost is 
past. 


If plenty of south window space is 


available, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture advises that such 
crops as snap beans, cucumbers, musk- 
melons, and even sweet corn may be 
started in flower pots, paper bands or 
berry boxes filled with good soil, and 
they will be of considerable size by 
the time the air is warm enough to 
plant them outdoors. Plants that 
grow in the house or in the hotbed 
must be hardened or adapted to outdoor 
conditions before they are set tn the 
open ground. 
This is accomplished 


by gradually exposing them to the 
open air during the warmer part of 
the day and later at night, care being 
taken that they are not caught by a 
sudden cold snap. 


Hardening Early Plants. 


When the plants are grown in boxes 


or trays, the boxes may be carried into 
the open each day and the plants al- 
lowed to become gradually accustomed 
to the outdoor conditions. If they are 
'in a hotbed or coldframe, the sash or 
other cover is lifted off during the day 
and replaced at night. Later the cov- 
ering is left off entirely; however.it 
should be kept close at hand to be 


slicing for table use and for canning. 


The Ideal Pot-Grown Plant.

Old 
berry boxes are sometimes used for 
this purpose, but should be covered 
completely with soil, as the plants will 
freeze just as readily underneath the 
exposed boxes as if left in the open 
without any cover whatever. 
A good 


method of protecting plants is by set- 
ting n common roofing shingle or a 
small piece of board at an angle over 
each plant. These *hingles can be set 
on the side to protect the plants from 
the sun during the daytime, or they 
may be plnced on the opposite side in 
order to protect the plants from the 
wind and allow the sunshine to reach 
them.
